STOLLKONE: Well, although Potsdam itself also belongs to the provinces, the real "dorf nazis" come from the farer countryside. They rather come into town on weekends. But this doesn't 
mean there are no dumbfucks in Potsdam - especially in the last time there have been some assaults, but luckily there are anti-fascist "special forces"... There have been attempts of the 
Potsdam neo nazi scene to get organized. They listed names and addresses of people associated with the alternative scene and put them online on some websites, as a to do list for the 
so-called "anti-antifa(scists)". A successful counterblow has been the production of stickers with pictures and names of all known nazi fuckers which have been distributed all over the city. 
But to come back to the "dorf nazis": it still is pretty disgusting especially in the countryside and it is and remains therefore extremely important to support the people who are trying to 
establish a countercultural counterpart to this at places where this scum stinks most. The province shines bright - keep it alive - burn for a while! 

FLO: The song "Dorf Nazis" came to life when we were still practising outside of Potsdam in the village Golm, where the dumb neo nazi scene meets at a bus station to dream of the "great 
German superiority", just as described in the lyrics. I always found it ridiculous and just poor and yet dangerous, too. Generally I have the feeling that paranoia and down-playing of the 
problem go hand-in-hand concerning the topic of neo nazi threatening, because there is no actual danger of "dorf nazis" in Potsdam like some people murmur. But on the other hand I 
have to admit to find it scary to realize how accepted the neo nazi subcultural chic is. You just have to take a closer look to notice a fair amount of triangle tattoos and Celtic cross sym¬ 
bols. I am not much informed about the current organizational status of the Potsdam neo nazi scene - there are many less ugly things in life to put effort in... (of course it is and should 
be necessary to have a clue!) _

- passionate punk with many anger - 


A band who describes itself as "pas¬ 
sionate punk, with many anger and 
"images" when you mix lyrics and 
music". Since 1999, they exist and 
also play in other band projects. You 
can read about their publications, 
tour experiences, influences for their 
lyrics, the scene in Spain and a lot of 
more interesting things. In fall 2004 I 
interviewed Pablo, one of the band 
members (guitar and vocal).

Please give me some information about Ekkaia. Who is in the band? 
When did you start playing and so on? 

Ekkaia started as a band in 1999. As some of our old bands splitted 
up at this time, we created this band. We are four people: 2 on the 
guitar (Pablo and Nelson), one on the bass (David) and one on the 
drums (Marcos). The singers are David and me. 

Do the members of the band also play in some other bands? 

Yes, David, our bass-player also plays in the punk-rock band 
"Perros Callejeros", in the cover band “Penelope Crust" and in the 
Clash tribute band, whose name I can’t remember any 
more...Furthermore I, Pablo, play in the dbeat-crust band called 
“Cop on Fire" and in the cover band "Penelope Crust", together 
with David. While Nelson only plays in "Ekkaia", Marcos works on a 
project of strange technical music with some friends. 

What has influenced your lyrics during the years? 

Our influences are usually based on our every day life and all the 
acts that this civilisation does to the nature and the animals, the 
alienation we experiment in the cities, every smell that surrounds 
us in these jungles, every stereotype behaviour, natural things 
which seem to be crazy and crazy things which are seen as some¬ 
thing natural. We speak about forgetting all the shit we learned at 
school, at home and at every fucking place inside this civilisation, 
about throwing away all this kind of shit we have inside and about 
creating our own lives beside all this shit, about remembering what 
human kind is doing and how all this is working in our brain and 
conditions us. In our lyrics, we speak about passion, about what is 
real for us and about being creative in all situations of your life, 
about having an alternative to live and our way of living, about get¬ 
ting a home and food, about having fun with everything we do, 
about being alone in the middle of the tumults, about how technolo¬ 
gy is conditioning us... These points show a world of contrasts... 
This is our vengeance to humankind, not our lyrics, if not our ways 
of living, antidogmatics... 

There are always people who have never heard something about 
Ekkaia. Please describe which kind of music you play. 

I'm pretty sure that a lot of people have never heard about Ekkaia, 
even after 2 big European tours and several records. But well, how 
can I describe our band??? For me, it is just passionate punk with 
many anger and "images" when you mix lyrics and music... 

Tell me something about your local scenery. 

Our local scenery contains plenty of bands, some anarchist/ primiti- 
vist collectivists, some squatters... Unfortunately the squat, me and 
some friends are used to live in, got evicted and our concert place 
(the last squat remaining in this city) also got evicted like 3 weeks 
ago. So, right now it is time to look for some new places and to 
work again on new projects. Since some years there are a lot of 
new energised young people doing new things, starting playing in 
bands and getting into activism. One thing I really like a lot in our 
town is, that in contrast to the rest of Spain, you can see people 
getting out from the DIY thing, making big festivals with hardcore 
bands and getting lots of money out of this, asking the conceals for 
money and trying to put their bands into bigger labels than a DIY 
label. At our place, people are in for squatting and into DIY more 
and more, very critics about all that shit, that is happening in this 
country and I think, this is also going on in different parts of 
Europe... 

Where did you play in Spain and in which other countries? 

We played with our band in all places in the north of Spain and then 
in Madrid, Valencia and some other Spanish cities...(too many con¬ 
certs to remember all the names...). Outside Spain we have been in 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Poland, the Czech republic, Slovakia, Switzerland, Slovenia and in 
October in Finland and Norway. 

How was your last tour? Do you have again plans for a tour within the 
next time? 

As our tour before the last one was so nice with really nice concerts 
and a lot of fun, we started another tour on October 1st and were 


on the road until early November. We met again lot of nice pla¬ 
ces and friends... 

Can you tell me some anecdotes out of your band history? Did 
you make any funny or strange experiences while you toured 
around? 

Well, about funny and strange experiences I think we are over¬ 
booked... From getting stacked in the middle of the snow in 
northern Sweden, we had a lot of crazy anecdotes. But well a 
nice one is that after the premium show of the first European 
tour our singer decided to quit the band and I had to sing all his 
vocals on the next day. As consequently I couldn't sing the 
second voice any more, David had to sing my part even if he 
had never sang this before. 

What are you doing in your free time? And are you working? 

I have no work and I quitted the art school 2 years ago as I 
thought it was bullshit. But now I think it was the best I could 
do... I lived at the squat and received food, whereas we have 
no home right now because of the eviction. I try to get some 
money out of painting or sometimes with one day works. I 
spend a lot of time for creating music, painting, writing or trying 
to live with passion and risks. We sometimes do actions, that 
we never reveal and participate in activism as much as we 
can... Actually my life is so chaotic, but I’m happy with it... 
Marcos is the only one who is working normally and who has to 



pay rent, for which he has to save money each month. David is 
more or less like me, while Nelson is running for 1000 things 
from one place to the next at the same time. So you can imagi¬ 
ne he's always in a hurry... 

What is the most important thing in your life? 

Well, maybe it seems to be an easy answer, but I try to live it. I 
could say a lot of nice things about veganism/ freeganism, acti¬ 
vism, squats and so on, but actually these are just part of my 


You have a LP of Ekkaia. It is a very new one called "Demasiado 
tarde para pedir perdon" What does this sentence mean? 

Yes, we released that LP in May 2004 and the title means "Too 
late to apologise". With this sentence we try to say, that 
humankind made so much shit to claim mercy to the non-privi- 
leged animals (humans and non-humans) around the world 
and the nature and earth as well... So, the vengeance is 
coming...

Living in Stockholm/ Sweden is good, but the lack of gig pla¬ 
ces is sucks. I don't know why it is like this, but I think it's 
the same all over the country. 

I heard that you will play in Berlin next March. Are you only 
coming for a few concerts or are you planning a big Europe- 
tour? 

We will do a European tour from March 16th to 6 April 6th. 

Your new LP, called "...in blood", is one of my favourite LPs 
now and Yellow Dog is selling a lot of it. Do people prefer this 
new stuff than your "old" ones? Or can't you see any diffe¬ 
rences? 

Hmmm, I really don't know. I guess some people like the old 
stuff better and some the new one. I really can't give you an 
answer to this question. 


I think a lot of people know this "old" band (I mean that the 
band excist since 8 years, not that the members are soooooo 
old)....Last year they toured in the USA for 4 weeks. They told 
me in the interview, what happened in this time. Perhaps 
some people will read it with a smiling face, but I think Jon, 
the guitarist wasn't so happy all the time... 

Not a long time ago you were on tour in the USA. Before you 
left, what were your expectations and how were you prepa¬ 
red for your first America tour? 

Yes, we did a 4 week US tour in August and September last 
year (2004). We didn't have any expectations, we just were 
happy to do a US tour finally. How we were prepared? We 
rehearsed a couple of times before we left. We were a little 
bit scared of not coming into the country, but actually every¬ 
thing went well. 

Can you tell me on which places you played and how long you 
were on tour? 

We were there from August 14th to September 6th and play¬ 
ed in the following cities:

You toured also with "DISFEAR" and "SKITSYSTEM" in the 
USA. Have you known the others before? 

We did not tour with "DISFEAR", we just played on the same 
festival with them. But sure, we have known them for a long, 
long, long time. We’re from the same city and we share rehe¬ 
arsal place with them. We did 3 shows with "SKITSYSTEM" 
and we 

are old friends with them too. 


I heard one of you guys broke the leg in the USA!? Did you 
cancel some shows because of this? 

Jon, our guitarist broke his ankle after the gig in Allentown 
(our second show on the tour) He had to spend a couple of 
nights at the hospital so we did two shows (New York and 
Richmond) as a three piece. Andy S., took the guitar and we 
played without a bass. We did only cancel the show in DC. 


How did the connection come up to book a tour in America? 
Did you organise it by yourselves? 

Felix who runs HAVOC Records wanted us to do a US tour, so 
he organised that for us. 


Give me a short history about your band. 

We started in 1997. In late 2001 Marcus, our guitar player, 
left the band. A couple of months after that Jon started to 
play the guitar.

I was really excited 
for this, but American generals broked it up without a reason. Too sad and I 
feel very sorry for the people Who were looking forward to see us 
playing in their country. There are no Europe Tour plans right now, 
but I hope it Will come real someday near future!

in summer 2003, W O N IN OOOf did a me week tctu tc C-ei many and Iceland. By dc ins an inter view for Ec gin inH l made ccnlact with them which lead 
tc a h iendshin which no c ne expected. Him ugtiout the whole year we stayed in touch and >ellcw Doe hooked a complete Europe tour for 0> days ( 0 v* 
weeks). Cn Miami 21, Ml teaselled to Europe with a new euitai line up. The first two weeks they recorded a new EE for the tour in a studio in Warsaw 
which is differ ent than the one before. Eavine Played old school EE before, they do great metaleore now this may come beoause of the two new guita 
lists, but also because off the development off the band and llteii musical tastes. A week before the actual start off the tour, Nil arrived in Eierlin, to hand 
in their master tape at the pressing plant, among others. I was an virus to tour w ith the 3 guys. We would spend the next E ’4 weeks together, 24 hours a 
olay. Cff co urse I had reservatio us if I co uld manage the whole tour as the only dr iver and iff we would gel alo ng for such a lo ng time... What happened to 
us (no other band can have sc much bad luck as we did, can they?), what good times we had, ychal kind of experiences we made on this tour, you can 
read here... wr itten by l erstin 


Thu, September 9, 2004, "Mittendrin", Neuruppin/Germany 

In the afternoon, IDIOT SAVANT from Hammerstadt, a 
small town in East Germany, arrived in Berlin. I had asked 
this crust/emo outfit with m/T vocals to join us and was loo¬ 
king forward to see them again. Although the Yellow Dog 
van is a Volkswagen van, we hardly managed to get our big 
luggage in. But lately in the afternoon, we finally departed to 
the 80 km distanced Neuruppin. Since 1 know the 
"Mittendrin" and parts of the local crew for years I was loo¬ 
king forward to spend the evening with them. The 
"Mittendrin" is some kind of youth centre, financed through 
a private association, with lots of space. It contains a prin¬ 
ting space, rehearsal and fitness rooms, a bike garage and 
other leisure facilities. SIH and IS took some time to get 
known to each other. Maren, singer of IS, later told me she 
had had complete wrong expectations about the people in 
SIH, she had thought of typical HC kids. It seemed she liked 
them a lot more the way they are in reality. The show began 
quite early to be finished at 10:30 p.m.. IS were first. A I 
extremely into this band, it was a pleasure to see them live 
and not having to listen to their LP. The small show room 
was quite filled for a small town like Neuruppin and the crowd seemed fine. SIH did a 
great show. I hadn't seen so much energy from a band for a while. At first I thought this 
was because of playing the first show on this tour, but I wasproved wrong. Furthermore. 

I noticed Gil, one of the new guitarists who was responsible for the extremely well-played 
metal parts. He's simply the best guitarist that I have seen. It was incredible now fast and 
tight he played. Several cameras started to flash. The show was great, as the atmosphe¬ 
re was good. After the gig, the crowd went home and we started with our own party which 
took until the next morning. 

Fri, September 10, 2004, "JAZ", Rostock/Germany 

As I hadn't slept well on this first night of the tour and had drunk too much the night befo¬ 
re, I was tired and suffering from a nangover. During the tour I found out that this conditi¬ 
on is of no advantage for trie driver. As we had leftNeuruppin early we went to see the 
seaside of Rostock with those being interested in that. Finally it were only the guys from 
SIH, Rohnny and me. Rohnny and Gal even dared to have a bath in the ice-cola sea. For 
hours of being on the beach, SIH didn't stop to wonder about the sight of nude people 
and this fact of treating of the human body in public. Rohnny and I had to answer a never- 
ending amount of questions, not only concerning this topic - it would not end for the whole 
tour which turned out to experience the borders of my patience. Back to the "JAZ", we 
were back to the daily routine of a tour: loading out equipment building it up on stage, 
have some food, waiting until the show starts. And each time, SlH repeated: "What a fuk- 
king big and nice club!" On this evening's agenda was also the band THE 4 SIVITS" from 
Nunchritz/Germany, a band that always thrills their audience. The concert room was filled 
and the atmosphere pleasant. Again, the free band beer found its way into everybody's 
throat. Gal was so pissed after a while that he didn't manage anything anymore and just 
talked nonsense which of course was fun to the rest. We finished the night with parts of 
our "Rostock family" at 5 in the morning. 

Sa, September 11, 2004, "Tabulos", Neubrandenburg/Germany 

This day passed very relaxing. We stayed in Rostock until late afternoon and said good¬ 
bye to most of the people that I like a lot since many years. Totally overtired I drove our 
SlH van to Neubrandenburg, followed by the IS van. Andy of WHO'S MY SAVIOUR and 
WOJCZECH, born in Neubrandenburg, was our company on that evening which helped 
us a lot finding the "Tabulos" initially. The location looks like an old pub, but in reality it is 
a theatre at the moment, if I remember correctly, a bit outside in an inaustrual area, but 
very nice. While the bands set up the stage, we others waited hungry for the food. Some 
people from IS had the idea to watch a burning candle and to see if the burning wick falls 
into the bottle on which the candle stuck. This was documented on various photos and 
extraordinary interesting. Gil noticed the light show of the stage and started experimen¬ 
ting with its acoustic sensibility - by playing the bass drum or heavy jumpinq’one can 
change the light effects and SIH of course included these effects in {heir gig .The audi¬ 
ence number was mediocre and it was a hard to raise any enthusiasm. Nevertheless I 
enjoyedjt. We didn't get any news about 11/09 and also didn't think of it until the band 
VtRSTARKERTOD from Saxonia/Germany played a funny, but also dumb show to this 
special date. This grindcore outfit just woulan t stop playing which made us almost throw 
up after two hours as we wanted to travel back to Rostock that night in order to catch the 
ferry. But we had to wait because VERSTARKERTOD were using our equipment. Maren 
would be our driver this night which was luck to me as I could have a talk with her and 
also I could drink a bit. Tom tried to teach us some Hebraic while the others slept in the 
van. This worked more or less, but we had a lot of fun and had to laugh a lot 
fKuschelrabbak!") Hebraic has quite some strange words. Back in Rostock, SlH and 
Peter made some cooking while the rest of us fell asleep dog tired. 

Sun, September 12, 2004 - day off, crossing to Gotenbura/Sweden 

Early, all of the Israelis were up and excited about the journey To Sweden. It would be their 
first time on a ferry. Additionally they were worried about the clouded sky and the wind. 
But they had to get through this, there was no other way! After a final goodbye to our fel¬ 
lows from Rostock we made our way to the ferry station. It started to rain, the wind blew 
stronger which made the SIH boys become more and more nervous. I parked the van on 
the huge ship and we went to the lounge. As it is forbidden to stay in the parking lot during 
the crossing, we had lots of bags withTood, drinks, something to read and music with us. 
Peter, Gil and Ron went to enjoy themselves at the children's playground! Finally we sat 
down in one of the lounge rooms and spent our time there. Tom fell asleep immediately. 
Two hours before arrival he started to puke - seasick! The rest of SIH was bored most of 
the time and complained about having nothing to do. Weil, I couldn't help it. I enjoyed 
myself, and so did the people from IS. At 9:00 p.m., we arrived at Malmo. It had stopped 
to rain, but started to get cold and Peter, Gal, Rohnny, Nadav and I froze in our shorts. 
But we stayed hard and didn't give up summer yet. Tom wasn't well at all, but I have to 
admit that ne turned out to be a bit whiny through the whole tour. We didn't see a lot of 
the landscape as it had already turned dark as we drove to Gotenburg. I don't like driving 
at night and so the drive was a torture to me, also because I was pretty tired. A traffic jam 
gave us even further delay. Gladly Rohnny was able to take 
over the driving wheel for the last 50 km, so I could call up 
Per from Gotenburg to inform him about our delay. He was 
nice enough to stay awake the whole night until we arrived 
at 3:00 a.m.. Then it was the begin of our "hot beer drinking 
evenings" which means to warm up beer to drink it hot, then 
to go to bed and sleep immediately. It saved us from cat¬ 
ching a cold several times, it really helps - yet it doesn't 
taste good at all! 

Mo, September 13, "Spatt", Gotenburg/Sweden 

The day started with a guided sightseeing tour, done by 
Christina from Gotenburg. At first we drove to the "Spatt , 
which is located at the edge of the city, in an industrial area 
directly besides the river. No one was there. So we went to 
the city centre with the van. For some reason, SIH wanted 
to check out each single music shop to buy stuff for their 
instruments or to look tor guitars ana check them out. We 
others waited nicely outside in the cold, bad weather. 
Another destination was the city library to have free internet 




access. Ail this took its time, until everyone had used this service. In the late afternoon we 
returned back to the venue where Per and some crew member had turned up in the 
meantime. To our horror the show room was second floor of the building which meant we 
had to carry the equipment up two stairs. No one felt responsible for the amps this night. 
The room was full of trash but the crew began to clean up so quite soon there was space 
for a stage and merchandise for Rohnny and me. The concert started early with a local 
metal/crust band called SLAKTATTACK which I didn't like too much personally The audi¬ 
ence was nice although they weren't much impressed by SIH and IS. The people were 
more into crust which I also noticed on the merchandise sales. As the show had to be 
finished before midnight, we were motivated to return to Per's flat soon. I had made the 
mistake not to think of having to drive. There had been two ranges of beer in front of my 
feet all over the evening ana I had generously served myself on them... luckily, Rohnny 
was able to help me ouT and drive us the 10 minute way to our sleeping place. 



Tue, September 14, 2004, "1000 Fryd", Aalborg/Denmark 

•r- Very soon, we said farewell to Gotenburg and Sweden. The 

Tirs. 14 .scb. kl 21.00 sun was shining which allowed us to stay on deck for a 
while until the wind turned out to be too cold and we deci¬ 
ded to go back down again. I went to the supermarket toget¬ 
her witn Maren, then it was the boys' turn, and we all bought 
strange stuff that we presented each other afterwards. At 
least Maren and I had lots of fun. After that we threw our last 
Swedish money in the pinball machines in the game hall, 
and then the ferry arrived at the Danish part of the continent 
already after 2 14 hours. When we were about to enter the 
parking space, we noticed Peter's absence. We didn't have 
time to stay on board with the car so we drove off the ship 
and parked near the harbor, while Rudi and Lore searched 
for Peter in each room of the ferry. Yet he was not found, not 
even by the security guards. Pefer is the type of guy to fall 
asleep at any place and any time. So where coulcfbe? Two 
hours later the ferry would depart to Sweden again. I left my 
name and phone number at the ferry company, together 
with information about our missing passenger, of course. 
While I was busy on that, Peter turned up, sleepy, and 
asked for the rest of us, as if nothing had happened. Because I was glad that he turned 
up at all, I wasn't too angry with him. His band members took over mat job. Finally we 
could continue travelling. We had enough time, but everybody was glad nof having to wait 
helplessly any more. Snortly after 1 14 nours we arrived at Aalborg and easily found the 
show place. We were striked by the place after having been shown around by Rune form 
the local staff and after having noticed this night's door price. I felt jealous not having a 
great genius place like this in Berlin. The stage is located in a very cute cafe/bar. From 
there t a small stairway leads to the backstage room and toilettes first floor. In front of the 
sleeping room, there is another common room. The sleeping room has the size of anot¬ 
her show room, but it does not lack the cuteness at all. There are further rooms for an 
office, an internet cafe, a kitchen and other. I found this house so great and right this 
moment I'm still thinking of it in a dreamful manner. The city of Aalborg - different to 
Germany or other countries - puts a lot of money in locations like this which enables c

daily good performance which lasted also while IS were playing. Late after the'end of the 
concert Gil played some blues on his guitar, sitting on stage.Tom joined in drums, they 
played fantastic and entertained us for the next two hours.Then we went to the bar ana 
drank drink for drink. Rune and the bar lady were the only Danish left and partied with us. 
The spirit was simply great. Accompanied by Irish folk music, Maren ana I entered the 
stage to perform a spontaneous play in whicn I was the beloved woman who wanted to 
leave her lover (not too inventive, buf the idea came up with rising alcohol level). Gil start¬ 
ed to drink beer straight out of the faucet, but it didn't work as intended: instead of flowing 
into this mouth, it flew down his neck and his long, golden hair. Late at night, we said 
goodnight to go to bed. 


Wed, September 15, 2004 - day off, journey to Schonhagen/Germany, near Kiel 

After saying goodbye at noon we started off to Germany. As I had been informed shortly 
that this turned out to be a day off I had been busy organizing some sleeping places for 
us the night before. After failing several attempts fo find asylum in different cities, I had 
called a friend of my father who lives at a farm near Kiel. This time I was lucky and so this 
was our destination. We arrived the village Schonhagen and soon I recognized the house 
again that I had visited some years before. Arno, my father's friend, was already waiting 
together with his dog. I believe he was positively shocked by the outer appearance of 
some of our people (I don't mean the dirtiness but the variety of bodystyling) and later 
that evening, he started talking on that while he was drunk. After guiding us around the 
house, shea and garden he showed us the catering that he had bought, it didn't lack on 
beer and food. He wanted to do us a favour and haa bought sausages for each of us and 
we had to tell him that most of us were vegan or at least vegetarian. The intention was 
nice, though. Soon, his girlfriend Regina showed up and the party started in the shed. The 
later the evening went, the more drunk everybody got. SIH and IS were quite enthusiastic 
about Arno ancf Regina because never mind their age (their could be our parents) they 
behaved just like friends of us. Regina served her self-aestilled Schnaps. I doubt if that 
was a good idea because we drank all her provisions of 5 or 6 bottles. Further guests 
showea up to my surprise: Arno's twin sister, her husband and a friend of theirs. I knew 
these people from childhood and was pleased to see them again after many years. They 
started to tell baby and child stories of me and I doubt if they were of any interest for the 
listeners. The party went on with dancing. Good music in the tape recorder and soon 
Maren and I took Arno to dance which was amusing. But then, early in the night, Arno 
tired. After he tried to kiss Nadav on the cheek Regina brought him to bed. His sister and 
her company also departed and we, too, looked Tor sleeping places among the many 
opportunities. 
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Fri, September 17, 2004, "AZ Waaenplatz", Osnabriick/Germany 

The drive to Osnabruck took a bit longer than expected but 
we arrived at the wagon place in time. (A "Wagenplatz" is a 
place where people nve in wagons instead of ordinary hou¬ 
ses; mainly this is part of the counter culture in Germany.) 
The place was on the edge of the city, aside the main road 
in midst of fields. There was space for 15 wagons and there 
was a circus tent in the middle of the place which turned out 
to be the show space. The toilet facilities had been built by 
the inhabitants themselves and the human excrements is 
going to be decompose biologically. No bad idea at all. 
While both bands' boys were busy setting up their gear on 
stage, Maren and I took a walk to the next gas station to buy 
some wine as we both had had enough beer at that time. 
The wine showed effect soon which wasn't bad at all: if I 
had known where I was going to sleep that night. The show 
was poorly visited, the atmosphere though was good. 
Rohnny and Maren supported it by joining SlH on singing 
the chorus of their song "Screaming for justice" loudly. 
Despite of the good wheaiher, the evening and the night tur¬ 
ned out to be quite cold. The tent was not heated and we 
went on to look for a sleeping place very soon. This turned out to be a problem as all pla¬ 
ces were occupied by other guests already. Our brother and sister Rohnny and Maren 
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then started having an argument so that I found it all too stupid and made the suggestion 
to sleep in the tent. But as the heaven was clear, Rohnny and I laid ourselves outside. 
With several sweaters and blanket up to our faces we found ourselves in the grass near 
the cars. I had no idea where the rest of us stayed that night. Well, it wasn't the most 
comfy and enjoyable night for me, but I got along. 

Sa, September 18, 2004 - day off, drive to Amsterdam/Netherlands 

Very soon, I was woken up by the burning sun after this cold night. I chicken tapping 
around startled me. Yeah, the inhabitants had chickens walking around who with Gil, our 
specialist for new exciting discoveries, spent his time on this morning, to our amusement. 
Relaxed we let the day pass by, though we had to think about what to do this day and 
where to spend the night because the gig in Amsterdam had been cancelled shortly. We 
didn't want to stay in Osnabruck as we found it too boring to spend the whole day there 
and especially didn't want to spend another uncomfortable night. I only had an e-mail 
address of the crew from Alkmaar which meant we couldn't ask them for shelter already. 
Therefore I tried to call up somebody from Amsterdam but failed due to the not working 
telephone of the person. Anyway we drove to Holland. Rohnny and Gil made a new dis¬ 
covery at a motorway service station: plastic teeth out of a slot machine. This was the new 
entertainment action and led to some photos of the foolish looking people. In the meanti¬ 
me I received a road description to the "Villa Frikens" (a squat in a suburb of Amsterdam) 
from Laurel where we stood in front of the door some hours later. After several ringings, 
one of the inhabitants opened us and showed us a sleeping room and the facilities of the 
squat, after indecent pleas from our side. We were fascinated by the large fabrication hall 
on the premises of the squat, in which young, stoned guys did repairs on cars and bus¬ 
ses, also by the sleeping place, in whicn a kitchen ana a bar are located. We were told 
there was going to be a concert that night where we could ask to join. One of the inhabi¬ 
tants showed us the way to the city centre, but the venue was nof of the kind where SIH 
and IS would like to play. Strange people and strange bands and also no time left for two 
other bands. So we drove off again and looked for a parking space without success for a 
while, and as we found one, we felt it wasn't safe enough to leave the car with all the 
equipment in the back. Two of us had to stay to keep an eye on it. The others took a walk 
through the nice, but rather unpleasant Amsterdam. SIH and especially Tom were surpri¬ 
sed by the red-light-district. Because of his dreadlocks hanging down fo his butt, Rohnny 
was constantly talked to by drug dealers. "Hey Rastaman, coca, coca, cocaine" - days 
later, we still quoted that for our amusement. We returned to our shelter in the "Villa 
Friekens" where we started a private party with "tasty" warm beer for all those who had 
caught a cold, as well as cold beer. Also, Peter and Nadav had taken care of their speci¬ 
al drug habits. Tom, one of the best cooks that I know, managed to produce a decent meal 
out oifew ingredients by magic and we let the evening go relaxedf and peaceful. 

Sun, September 19, 2004, "Parkhof", Alkmaar/Netherlands 

As the weather was fine and Alkmaar is only 30 km north of 
Amsterdam, on the northern sea, we directly drove to the 
beach. Despite the ice-cold water temperature and rather 
cold wind, Rohnny jumped into the waves. We others enjoy¬ 
ed the sea breeze, the sight; some other again were busy 
trying to attract a flying seagull with food (right, Gil?). One 
should think that this might not be that easy with wild ani¬ 
mals, but it can be an occupation for several hours. Since 
our parking tickets ran off, we had to made us on our way 
again. But all parties had to wait for the two drivers. Rohnny 
and me, as we were busy doing a sumo fight in the sand, 
mixed with various other fighting styles. Unfortunately I 
lost... I hope for revenge, Rohnny! At the youth centre of 
Alkmaar they we re waiting for us since some hours. We 
actually had been expected at 4:00 p.m., but in reality just 
arrived at 7:00. As I was responsible for the tour manage¬ 
ment I felt pretty bad about the delay as I hadn't known 
about the expected arrival, and didn't remember Laurel 
saying anything about it. Shortly later, the gear was set up 
and SiH started. There were hardly any people and there 
was a lack of atmosphere. The 8-year-old son of the local organizer Billy was the most 
rocking guy in the crowd. It happened all way too quickly. Taking a quick meal after the 
show, we put the gear off the stage again ana went to the sleeping place. It happened to 
be at Billy s house in which he lives with his wife, his two kids two dogs and a cat. Some 
of us should sleep in the loft (which was quite comfortable), while the rest should sleep in 
the car. As nobody was keen on sleeping in the car, the discussions who would have to 
started again among the SIH boys, just as every evening. They are world champions in 
discussing. Marc, a friend of Billy, led Maren, Rohnny, Peter, Gil and me to a nice bar 
where we fed a pinball machine with our coins. During the evening, Billy turned up with 
parts of our people. We played some billard, but got drunk quite soon and staggered back 
to Billy's house where Marc, Billy, Rohnny and I rook a cold vodka-orange as a slumber 
drink... This finished me... 



Mon, September 20, 2004, day off - drive to Leuven/Belgium 

I was of the last ones to crawl out of the sleeping bag at noon. Everybody was busy with 
something and seemed fine. Some watched TV, Dutch cartoons, that, of course, no one 
understood, some had breakfast, some played with the children and animals of the house 
and there was a long queue in front of the shower room. Today it should go to Leuven in 
Belgium. WHO'S MY SAVIOUR set up this gig shortly as they have good connection to 
the organizers and wanted to play there themselves. As I received only a very short road 
description form Andy via SMS, we had of course problems to find the venue. Therefore 
we saw some parts of the beautiful city with its small roads reminding me of small cities 
of Italy. In midst of living houses in the old town there is a squat which reminded me of an 
ancient grammar school or a kindergarten. Andy's huge camper car was standing in the 
yard already and took half of its space. I believe I could never drive a tour with such a big 
car, but Andy is really skilled enough to get along with it, even in very narrow streets. The 
joy to meet again was big among IS, WMS ana me. I was looking forward to be on the 
road altogether the next fnree days, besides the VWVIS guys there were Kutter and Anne 
with us who play in a side project together with Andy ana Rui. Also there was Zahl, the 
driver of the giant camper. After a short time, we were told that it wouldn't be easily pos¬ 
sible for IS and SIH to play that night as there were 5 bands on the bill already. So we 
waited. In the meantime I faced the toilet facility. It was located behind a curtain in the gar¬ 
den and based on the same principle as the one from Osnabruck The idea of the cunain 
the choice of the location seemed even more genius to me. INSUICIETY, a gloomy crust 
band from Berlin and good friends of mine, arrived to accompany us for the next three 
days. I looked forward to that as I like them very, very much. The evening passed and was 
boring. As so many bands were playing, everything seemed lenghthy. T was a bit pissed 
off by the Rostock side project of Kutter, Rui and Anne, as it initially was agreed that they 
would only play when there's enough time left on the evening. They were not included in 
the tour plan, actually. And today there was definitely not enough time left for them. Also 
the Czech band SEE YOU IN HELL didn't behave well. They dawdled away more than 
half an hour for soundcheck and played way too long so that it turned out to be too late 
for SIH and IS to play. I was pissed off. Not only on this occasion the Czechs misbeha¬ 
ved arrogantly, but also they occupied a whole of the two sleeping rooms alone and didn t 
let anybody else sleep in there. Only as the squat crew intervened, they gave up on that. 
I squeezed myself in the other, very tiny room together with Rohnny, Nadav, Tom and Gal 
ana came to an end on this strange night. 


Tue, September 21, 2004, Squat. Gent/Belgium 

As WMS had slept at a different place that night and INSUICIETY had departed already, 
IS and we drove on our own to Gent after an extensive sightseeing tour and a breakfast 
just in front of a police station. Here a birthday party for Sara, a friend of INSUICIETY, 
should take place. The town itself looked pretty ugly to me, but I have to admit that I didn't 
see too much of it. The squat was very nice -a small building with a big garden that looks 
like a witch hut and is located besides a cemetery. The show room looked like a living 
room for the inhabitants, small, but nice. The bar of the house is also not big, but in small 
cute places like this, the atmosphere is often the best. As Sara and her friends were still 
busy with doing the kitchen, we took the opportunity to take a shower in a different flat. 
10 minutes of a walk it should take usually. But Peter didn't know where the flat actually 
was and we therefore had to walk around in all directions until we finally found the small, 
poor-looking street. In the falst we met INSUICIETY who went off straight after we arri¬ 
ved. As it was late already and Gil as usual locked himself in the bath room for more than 
20 minutes and all men suddenly had the great idea to shave that day, there wasn't 
enough time for all of us to have a shower. Back to the squat, a great dinner awaited us. 
The evening started with SIH. They rocked that night and Ron was in a good mood which 
showed in some of his song announcements. Also, IS were really great - the good 
changes of m/f vocals, Rohnny's flying dreadlocks and Peter's best part as background 
singer ("wuargh wuargh!" - an insider joke for little Peter). INSUICIETY were of a different 
kind then, music to think about, not to rock upon, at least I think. The following party was 
funny. Lore invited us on a few bottles of vodka which some people accepted gratefully. 


Peter had too much of it as he got lost behind one of the doors later and fell down the 
stairs to the cellar. This action caused a huge bruise on the skin around his ribs. He didn't 
get too much empathy though, rather laugher... 

Wed, September 22, 2004, "AZ" Miihlheim/Germany 

This day began with worries for me. INSUICIETY's driver, a mechanic or something, or 
at least familiar with engines, checked our exhaust since it had become louder and lou¬ 
der and sooted a bit during the last days. Something was broken (I don't know much 
about car exhausts), but he said it was no problem, I could continue driving. (If only I 
hadn't trusted him, but more to that later.) So we went to Muhlheim. it was raining down 
heavily and there were traffic jams, so that it took us longer than expected. The "AZ" 
(Autonomes Zentrum = autonomous centre) is a really great place. A huge building, with 
a vegan shop, internet cafe, sleeping rooms, an art gallery a big concert hall and a big, 
beautiful bar (I think the most beautiful that I have seen so far), and then there's also the 
living space for some people. I was informed that the gig in Paris on the following day had 
been cancelled and immediately had a big discussion on the cheek. SIH behaved really 
childish, stubborn, picky and pigheaded. Additional to that, Tom showed an absolute 
unacceptable manner to me which aggravated me a lot. They wanted to go to Paris any¬ 
way, to do sightseeing, and then drive to Angers. What they didn't keep in mind: thaf I 
wouldn't agree on that. Also WMS wouldn't be with us. For them it would have been even 
a longer trip with their slow and heavy camper. I cannot drive 14 hours and additional walk 
around in Paris several hours. SIH didn't get that. It was enough for me and I decided 
what to do without regarding any of their special wishes any more. I don't let myself treat 
in a manner like this. So I called up Xavier from Anger and organized our sleeping places 
for the next day. Pierre and Kutter offered to come with us the next day to help me with 
the drive which I found very nice. SIH were pissed off at first but accepted the situation 
during the evening. I found it a pity that it was going to be the last common show for SIH 
and IS. This wasn t easy for all involved parties as we had gotten along with each other 
almost perfectly. Despite there were only a few guests as audience, the show was nice. 
Afterwards, a big drinK-and-goodbya party went on after we had a tour crew photo sessi¬ 
on on the concert hall. I myself didn't participate in drinking because of the long drive the 
next day. This is the disadvantage of a driver... 

Thu, September 23, 2004 - day off, drive to Angers/France 

I knew that the way to Angers at the French Atlantic border was very far and wanted to 
depart early due to that. But as the "AZ" is so big, it wasn't that easy to find all SIH mem¬ 
bers. The gear had to be put into the car and we nad to get ourselves some food. Gal was 
the first and a long time the only one to help me when there were mutual tasks to do (e.g. 
the cleaning of the van). In this case I give him huge credit although it should be a mat¬ 
ter of course. If I had been paid for all me work during my time as a driver I would have 
understood that SIH retreated form any tasks. But this wasn't the case! Since IS had pre¬ 
financed all the beer of the last two weeks I wanted to pay them off from all of us. Again 
a discussion came up as SIH, especially Tom and Ron declared to have had only one or 
two beers which others again disproved. Rohnny soon found the discussion too stupid 
and left it like it was which made SIH save some money. WMS were as relaxed as possi¬ 
ble. They took their time until their departure. Until we were ready to take off it was 2:00 
p.m. Even IS had departed towards home earlier. Saying goodbye was hard for me, espe¬ 
cially leaving the brother/sister Maren and Rohnny. Fortunately I would see them again 
four weeks later! Since Kutter and Pierre were coming with us. Gil, Nadav and Tom joi¬ 
ned WMS in their car. I drove the first four our five hours, then Kutter took over. I couldn't 
sleep in the car, due to the fucking roundabouts on French roads. Since we had massive 
delay, we looked for the over-expensive autoroute (=French motorway in private owner¬ 
ship with heavy toll!). I asked myself where WMS stayed with their camper. Very soon we 
came on the Paris ring motorway where we lost ourselves heavily. It cost us more than 
an hour. I was dog tired, yet had to continue driving as Pierre is night-blind which didn't 
know before, of course. The route of further more man 4 hours of driving was the worst 
of the whole tour. There was absolutely no traffic on the autoroute. We passed only a few 
cars and trucks on the opposite side which dazzled me so that I had to blink all tne time 
and got a headache and grew more and more tired. It was a torture... At 4:00 in the mor¬ 
ning we finally arrived in Angers where Xavier and a friend awaited us already. Thanks for 
the long wait! The club was pretty small, but comfy, surrounded by living houses. WMS 
weren't there yet, arrived later at 1:00 p.m.. We sat together with the two French guys, 
but I got so tired very soon that I just fell on my matraze and slept immediately. 

Frl, September 24, "L'Etincelle" Angers/France 

As the club was built in the manner of a bunker, without 
windows, I didn't have a clue what time it was when I woke 
up. It wasjust in time of WMS's arrival. We first put the gear 
outside of the car as we had problems finding a parking 
space. There were mainly old, narrow streets of a kind that 
we would face everywhere during the next days. The local 
staff were very friendly and took care of us with a typical 
French breakfast (baguette, marmalade/jam and coffee). I 
spent the warm and sunny day with my duties. It meant to 
drive to a free parking space together with Xavier, check on 
the internet about the latest news concerning the tour, to 
take the first and last opportunity to wash the clothing and 
to help Xavier with doing the kitchen for the night. On these 
actions I tried to improve my French abilities as some 
people didn't speak German or English. For me it was a 
good exercise to speak French again. But after all that I 
Took a break to sit in the sun like the others and had a walk 
through to the beautiful city together with Gal. We looked for 
postcards. Back to the club it was dinner time already. I was 
surprised to see all involved staff members sitting down with 
us on the nicely laid table (with blanket!), eating with us and being interested to get known 
to us. Again there was baguette as well as some bottles of reawine, a tradition only to 
find in this country. We enjoyed at this a lot! At this time I missed my dear red wine com¬ 
pany Maren! Soon after the meal the show started with the Rostock project of Rui, Kutter, 
Anne and Andy. Calm, spiritual music. Usually I'm really into that but this project was not 
of my taste really. The small venue was filled. To my surprise the crowd consisted of very 
young people. They were extremely nice, bought many of records, but also started long 
conversations with me which I found quite interesting. SIH played last, many of the guests 
had gone already. WMS disappointed me. Except for Rui and Pierre their whole crew 
stayed backstage without taking care of SIH. I found this behaviour not positive as SIH on 
the other hand were supporting them when they were performing. The concert ended at 
11:00 p.m. and we sat together afterwards ana drank away all tne booze which wasn't 
that difficult as the bottles only contained 0,2 litres, so thaf one can easily drink a beer 
crate quite quickly. As booze was empty we were forced to lay down to sleep early this 
time. 

Sat, September 25, "Salle Emeraude", Bressuire/France 

The distance between Angers and Bressuire is not too big. 
At first WMS and I had decided to drive together, but this fai¬ 
led as several people from WMS were still on a walk in the 
city. After some time awaiting I decided to depart and drove 
off. Pierre was again accompanying us. I felt that he too was 
nerved of waiting for hours until WmS were ready to take off. 
During the drive we had some problems to distinguish bet¬ 
ween ordinary roads and the autoroute because ot the shit¬ 
ty road signs. After two hours we arrived the provincial city 
in the middle of France. It is a beautiful town, but with lots of 
narrow one-way streets which brought me again on the bor¬ 
ders of my patience with the French road system. The so- 
called venue was absolutely unfindable. I asked for the way 
with my "school French" until I found out that we were stan¬ 
ding right in front of the hall. This is typical Kerstin! Olivier, 
the organizer of this night's event greeted us and explained 
everything to us. As every day we took an interested look at 
the venue before we began unloading the gear and the 
merch. It was a big hall,looking like some industrial site, 
with a big stage. WMS also arrived. Rather early the festival 
started and, looking at it from a distance, I found it pretty lame. I assume it was the gene¬ 
ral atmosphere. Lame, partly strange people showing up, the bands weren't really great 
and WMS disappeared into their camper for most ofthe time. I discovered ELYSIUM, a 
French grindcore band and friends of WMS. I had met them before in Czech 1 1/2 years 
ago when I had been on tour with WMS for a few days. But we hadn't had contact since 
then. The pleasure to see each other again was big, though they hardly recognized me. 
Then the event started. The first band was interesting. NONE ID - emo electro punk, only 
two people playing bass and guitar. In the background there was a video screen where a 
beamer put on various sequences showing war scenes, violence or political happenings. 
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The other bands, KINPPA KC, LOST COWBOY HEROES and RAVI were boring. SIH 
were on as fifth act and managed to convince some of the bored crowd. WMS were on 
stage as sixth act. 1 had the impression that people were into grindcore. Also ELYSIUM 
seemed to be the night's heroes. As there was a lack of sleeping facilities Olivier and we 
decided to drive some kilometres outside of the town to other sleeping places. Andy was 
quite stubborn and said they wouldn't drive anywhere that evening. Of course this works 
if you have a huge camper like they do, but as often I asked myself why we did this tour 
together in the first place, when it turned out like that. Pierre came with us which I found 
very nice again. At 3:30 a.m., Olivier was ready to leave and off we were. We got more 
and more into desolation. The roads become more and more narrow and houses more 
and more seldom. Then we drove into a forest. Nothing to see. We riddled if Olivier was 
getting us here to murder us the next moment. But, then, suddenly, there were two cam¬ 
per cars in the middle of the woods. We stopped and this was where we were supposed 
to stay over night. At first we were scared by this horror atmosphere, but after a closer 
check of the campers we were quite satisfied. Shower, toilet, lights, enough beds, a kit¬ 
chen and so on should ours for one night. SIH, Pierre and I all offered IdO EUR for the 
one going 100 m in the forest alone. No one dared. Pierre had forgotten something in the 
van and went into the dark to get it. Suddenly he screamed. We followed him just to dis¬ 
cover the sleeping Nadav in the third row of our van whom we had forgotten to wake up. 
He had fallen asleep and Pierre had touched his body while searching the dark car. Snit 
happens... 

Sun, September 26, 2004, "Athenee Libertaire", Bordeaux/France 

This morning I didn t want to get up at all. The bed was comfortable and it was so 
peaceful. I forced myself out of bed though and had an astonished look around the cam¬ 
per. We were surrounded by a beautiful forest. Pure nature, nothing else. Olivier, his girl¬ 
friend, Pierre and parts of SIH sat on the breakfast table. We enjoyed the calmness of it 
all, but had to depart for Bordeaux then. Pierre was eager to drive, so I let him do so. I 
was glad when somebody would take over the wheel from time to time. We drove the ordi¬ 
nary roads to save the expensive toll of the autoroute. Very soon, this driving slow got on 
our nerves, as it took much time and after each few kilometres, there was another roun¬ 
dabout. Additionally our exhaust became louder and louder each day, so that we had to 
pump up the volume of our car stereo to the max to hear at least anything of our music. 
To our luck, in some village in the middle of nowhere we got stopped by the police and 
they asked for our passports. The Israeli guys were extreme nervous about that. They told 
Pierre and me that in Israel, such a control means nothing but blackmail, as the police¬ 
men want to get paid to let people go, and that they threaten people with their guns. They 
couldn't believe that this was just an ordinary simple passport and car control. After 25 
minutes we could continue our journey. As we were pretty fate by then and had to arrive 
at the "Athenee Libertaire", we drove the last 100 kilometres on tne autoroute. Arriving in 
Bordeaux we got stuck in the rush hour and found the venue only after a while, despite 
the road description. It was located in the middle of the old city, looking like a thug quar¬ 
ter in U.S.A.. The club could only be entered by foot. A path, 1 !4 metres broad, passed a 
quarter of houses. There was no parking for the cars due to the narrow roads. Tom and I 
didn't feel well to leave the car unobserved in this area. But we had no other choice. Andy 
rammed two other cars while parking due to the size of his camper, but no one seemed 
to care. In Germany he would have faced an information of the police immediately. As we 
were much too late, we had to hurry unloading and setting up the equipment. This got on 
some people's nerves. A local, funny punk band made the start of the show. SIH pleased 
the audience, but also WMS were popular. It was pretty well-visited for a Sunday evening 
show, but at 10:00, it was finished and the audience went home. Christoph, the local 
organizer, wanted to invite us to stay at his for the night, when Andy said we could stay 
at a friend of his. So we did and found ourselves one hour later outside of the city at Ben's 
in a great house with a garden. A party was going on. As Ben's house is quite big, everyo¬ 
ne found a decent sleeping place though there was a really big party with lots of liquors 
and hot beers for the ones who had a cold. 

Mon. September 27, 2004, - the day of the questionmarks... 

I woke up with a sore throat. We infected each other with all kinds of colds what did no 
good to tne jobs that we had to do on this tour. The weather was fantastic, so that Hazy 
and Andy even took a sun bath on the terrace. I did an oil check of the engine and made 
a horrible discovery. I saw that the exhaust was broken into two halves which hung under 
the car. He was finally broken. I had feared that long since. This puncture caused 1 !4 dif¬ 
ficult weeks during which I had to struggle a lot. Everybody was worried and we thought 



about what to do then. Zahl, our truck driver who had a clue about cars and trucks advi¬ 
sed me to find a welding torch. But we did not have this opportunity then... 


What we did then, ignore the problem and continue driving, or get the car repaired, travel 
further somehow and play, or accept more days off and why the following days turned out 
to be so hard, you will read in the next DOGPRINT issue as the rest ofthe story cannot 
be printed here due to lacks of time and space. But: to be continued!

What is your name and what is the name of your 
label? 

Alan / Despotic Records 

Where do you liveP Have you always lived 
there? If not, how long have you been there and 
where were you living before Long Beach? 

I live in Long Beach California. I've been living 
* here for 7 years now,and before that from 
Phoenix Arizona, the hottest hell on earth. 

What made you want to start your own label? 
Why did you choose the name "Despotic"? 

I started doing a distro before my label. I was 
just sick of not gening good crust punk records 
at shows, mis was about 3 or so years ago. 
There weren't too many people bringing dis- 
tro's to shows at that time,and when they did it 
was all either grindcore or hardcore. Hothing 
against all that, but that's all they had and to me 
that's pretty boring. I had to mailorder every¬ 
thing i wanted, so i said fuck it, so i started buy¬ 
ing records wholesale and started bringing a 
box of records to each show. Then i thought i 
should start a label and i can start trading 
records insead of buying everything. Scarred 
For Life was my first release. What better band 
than my good friends who took me on all their 
tours and gave me an experience of a lifetime. 
Despotic Records comes from the word DESPOT, 
meaning an authoritarian type of government 
talso from my favorite band Autoritarfl. You 
know how us punks like to take words of things 
we hate and make them ours! 

What have you released so far under Despotic 
Records? Tell me about those bands, what type 
of music / style / etc? Do you know these bands 
on a personal level? 

I have released the following records:

I do know all these bands on a personal level. I 
feel it's important for labels and bands to have 
this kind of relationship. A fear i have is some¬ 
day releasing a band who i really love, then find 
out that they're assholes. I hope to avoid this! 

Are you working on any releases at the present 
time? Do you have any plans for any other 
releases in the near future? 

Well the Bumbklaatt ID" and the Armistice LP 
are coming out any day now. The Vaginals / Ciril 
split will hopefully be another month or two. In 
the future, i hope to do an LP by Bumbklaatt and 
Scarred For life. Other than that i have no plans. 

Do you have any long term goals for Despotic 
Records, something you would like to see hap¬ 
pen eventually? Do you plan on doing a mail 
order? 

Well i am about to open Despotic Records-The 
store! Hopefully by the time you're reading this 
It will be open. Also i will be doing mailorder 




and continuing to release records. 


Do you do anything else in the scene besides 
Despotic Records? Do you play in a band? A dis¬ 
tro? 

I dont play in a band. I just cant grasp playing 
an instrument. I set up shows here in Long 
Beach. 

There is a DIY venue in Long Beach, tell me 
about it. Are you involved in running it and kee¬ 
ping it going? Are there many venues for shows 
in the Long Beach area? 

Yes, we have a warehouse here that we have 
punk shows in. We don't do anything but punk 
shows either. It 

seems any other type of band can get shows 
pretty much anywhere they try. But a punk 
hand? Especially a 

crust band? Very rare. So we cater to the crust 
scene mostly. We've done a few hardcore 
shows also, which were all great too. mere's 
another spot called Koo's here in Long Beach. 
But they really have nothing to do with the punk 
scene. Every once in a great while they will 
have a punk show, other than that it's fucking 
emo alternative shit. And all these bands want 
to play the warehouse too. Fuck that! 

What is the scene like in Long Beach? 

I personally love the punk scene here in Long 
Beach. Alot of people hate it, but i think they're 
lying to themselves. Sure we have our drama 
queens, what city doesn't? This city really has 
alot of punks running around. It's got a very 
large number of older punks, most of them 
jaded. But they come around every now and 
again to spread their wisdom, hahaha. But Long 
Beach is also smack in the middle of Los 
Angeles and Orange County, so it's pretty easy 
for most people to come here. I think of Long 
Beach as that 'cool' city everyone wants to be a 
part of.

Salomon, who sings in the danish hardcore band Arrigt 
Antraek, said that Regulations is the only good band from 
Sweden. Is this true? Are there any other good bands from 
Sweden? And what do you think about danish people who 
only listens to early eighties US hardcore? 


There’s not too many good bands in our genre (hardcore 
that is) from Sweden nowadays. The only band I really like 
is Henry Fiats Open Sore. 1 think that the danish folks are 
really good at imitating old american hardcore punk, in a 
good way! Bands such as Amdi Petersens Arme, Young 
Wasteners, Gorilla Angreb och Hjertestop are really good! 
There are so many who claim to inspired by Black Flag or 
Minor Threat but still sound like shit. Nowadays most danish 
bands seem to be inspired by danish hardcore from this 
century. 

What three records would you glue to your turntable 
(assuming you of course have three turntables)? Motivation 
please. 

It’s always hard to list the best records but ok, here goes 
three awesome records from each of us: 


They were recorded at different times and in different 
studios. The first EP (survive in the city, Putrid Filth) was 
recorded at a fancy studio with a real sound engineer who 
really couldn’t care less. The second EP (destroy, Busted 
Heads) was recorded in a friend’s studio/rehearsal room 
which was much better. That’s where we’re gonna record 
our upcoming stuff. I don’t think the two EPs differ from 
each other that much, but I also like the second one better! 
We no longer play fast, as in Minor Threat-fast. It always 
takes a while before you find your own style. We’re used to 
play as fast we can, that’s what we’ve done in our previous 
bands, so it felt more natural to do that in the beginnning. 
The lastest songs we’ve done are not that fast anymore, it’s 
more mid-pace now, but still fast as hell, in another way.

Have any american fancy schmancy record label contacted 
you for an overseas release? I'm personally very tired of 
how they offer cash to ’’steal” good local bands from local 
labels. And it’s also a drag when you can’t get Swedish 
records in Sweden, but have to mailorder them from USA 

We’re in contact with a few american labels, and our 
upcoming LP will be released on an american label We are 
aware of the problem you mention and therefore, we will 
make sure the record is released in Europe and Sweden 
too Everything is basically set, but we won’t say anything 


until the LP is recorded. The reason we release the record 
in USA is that even though the Swedish labels promise to 
distribute in USA, it’s not always happening. This is why it’s 
a great idea to release it on both sides of the Atlantic ocean. 
We also have planes to make a US tour and by having the 
record out there, it really helps alot! 

Havocrex.com is now updated and I read that he’s gonna 
release your upcoming LP. Are you happy about this? Will 
Havoc pay for your studio time too? And who’s gonna 
release the record in Europe? 

Yes, we’re very happy about Havoc releasing our record, 
of course, otherwise we wouldn't have done it. Felix Havoc 
got in touch and was interested in releasing our LP. He’s 
also gonna help us printing t-shirts and booking a US tour. 
The releases on Havoc Records have good distribution and 
he’s not a ripoff. We haven’t decided who’s gonna pay for 
the studio, but it doesn’t feel too important since we’re 
recording very cheap in a friend’s studio/rehearsal. Of 
course Kick N Punch are gonna release the record in 
Europe, probably together with the local Umefi recordlabel 
Ny V&g.

A comedian, a metal man, a screamer and a member of Discipline came toget¬ 
her in 2000 and are the "harsh but melodic hardcore-punk band" "THE LAST 
MILE” from Groningen, Netherlands. They told me about some weird tour expe¬ 
riences they had, future plans, band projects besides TLM, about Groningen, 
the bands there and so on... Just read it!!! 


Let’s start with the question, who does what in the band? 

Weil, Daan is the master of drumsticks, Rene does guitar and air- 
jumps, Rommert is responsible for the filthy guitar layers and Jaap 
plays low and screams his guts out. 

How would you describe the style of your music? 

To put it simple: harsh but melodic hardcore-punk: don’t forget the 
word punk here. 

How did you come up with the name for your band "The Last Mile"? 
Mmm, Rene came up with it. The expression is mainly used in rela¬ 
tion to imprisonment. Walking The Last Mile, well let's say you'll find 
yourself on a death row. Locking up, no way out, close to death. 
Thoughts spin around in your head, evaluating your actions, reflec¬ 
ting what went wrong. "What would I change if I could redo things,” 
you think. To put it in other words: What's my influence on life, how 
can I make things happen, and more importantly: why should it hap¬ 
pen like that?! 

Since when have you been playing together and has it always been 
the same band line-up? 

"The Last Mile" started in 2000 and after some line-up changes we 
found it a very well working formula. We are all quite different from 
each other but (luckily!) share some of the same ideas and like 
some of the same stuff. 

Who’s who in the band? I mean, which person is for example the 
heartbreaker, the moody one, the one who talks all the time , the 
quiet one , or whoever? 

Ahh, this leads to a characterisation of ourselves, ha! Well, don't 
forget that we are all tough guys, with little emohearts 1 guess, haha. 
Rommerts has more a crusty back than an emoheart. This question 
leads to heavy discussions about what we think of each other. This 
is tricky, it might cause a break up. Well let's try and start with the 
easiest characterisation: Daan is the stand up comedian. When we 
are on tour he is making us laugh most of the day. He's especially 
good at imitating Dutch comedians, as well as imitating other 
bands, characteristic people in the scene and of course, us. Daan is 
also the most fashionable person in the band and is always taking 
care of our looks, haha. To say something about Rene is more diffi¬ 
cult as it depends on the amount of alcohol we feed him with. He 
can be hilariously funny when he's drunk... But he can also be serio¬ 
us, taking care of organisational things like for example our home- 
page, which we all think looks great. Rene is also the engineer in the 
band and a repairman for handies. The same can be said about 
Rommert. Rene might be our metal man, Rommie is into wood. And 
when he isn't into wood, he's into beer. Rommert might also be the 
most disciplined member, always on time, all equipments in good 
condition and always motivated to practice. Jaap is a loud screamer 
but has a little heart, yes there’s the emo again. Mostly driving the 
band around he isn’t always the "little sweet angel" he seems to be, 
getting his ass arrested with big mouthed comments. But don’t for¬ 
get that this band got two members which do not (and should not, 
haha) play instruments. Roland is our design man, taking care of 
our image. We admire the efforts he puts in his attempts to make us 
looking good on a photo. Beside that he does most of the artwork, 
not because we don't like to do it but because he is the best! Remko 
is our driver, mostly not driving but drinking. He is always enthusia¬ 
stic to join in and drink our supplies. He is as much a stand-up 
comedian as Daan is, maybe even more. He can imitate the weirdest 
accents, a genius in his kind, and he likes to be called "Remkio". 
Haha. 

Are you going to be on tour soon again? If yes, are you going on 
tour alone or with an other band? 

For us, touring mostly depends on the offers we get. We were invi¬ 
ted to go to Greece, so we went there this year. We can really recom¬ 
mend touring in Greece. It's worth the effort, especially because the 
people there were very friendly. Mostly we tour alone but we might 
be touring with the French band "The sons of Saturn" next spring/ 
summer. We've played together with them on our last tour through 
Eastern Europe, five times or so. Now we would like to go to coun¬ 
tries like Switzerland, Austria, Italy and France as we've never play¬ 
ed there. On the schedule now, beside some shows in the Nether¬ 
lands, is a weekend trip to Leipzig and some other places (still in 
process) and a reunion trip to Denmark and the north of Germany. 
And the long term planning (after summer) contains ideas for a tour 
to England. But other ideas are always welcome... 

I heard some of you play in other band-projects . Tell me a bit about 
these bands . 

Yep, there are quite some side-projects which are keeping us busy. 
Daan is also drumming in a Goteborg style metal band call "The 
Architect", Rene is active in "iron Cage", think old-school. Rene and 
Jaap both play in "Grinding Halt", which delivers chaotic emo-core 
as it is meant to be. Jaap also plays in an instrumental postrock 
band called "ReflectCriticizeAct" and is the initiator of a home rec 


ording project which is named "Music for the Defect". All of these 
side-projects work out fine most of the time, but we always have to 
plan things, reconsidering different options. 

You are living in Groningen in the Netherlands. Were you bom 
there? 

Daan and Jaap are authentic "Grunnegers". Rommert is a "Friesi¬ 
an", Rene is what we call a "Drent". 

"Makifadoras" are living in Groningen, too. Are there some other 
good bands (I mean outside of your own projects)? 

Well, you've mentioned "Makiladoras". Local heroes like "Fleas & 
Lice" and "PCP" are walking around down here. Most bands practi¬ 
ce in a practice centre which offers a lot rehearsal rooms for cheap 
prices. There we get to know each other better and it is mostly there 
where you find band members for new former projects. Therefore 
the Groningen-scene seems to be a little incestuous. Some other 
bands we like are "Obtuse" and "Shikari”, both from Groningen as 
well. 

Tell me a good old-fashioned fucked up, but true tour story .... 
Fucked up... Well, there are enough stories which can be told. For 
example the situation we took a ferry from Denmark and drove for 
like twelve hours to a concert in Uppsala (Sweden) to meet our drin¬ 
king buddies "Fleas & Lice" and "Ristetyt”. The show (I mean con¬ 
cert) was put up with more crusty bands llike for example "Martyr- 
dod") but it wasn't allowed to drink beer inside. This venue, like 
more places in Sweden, was a so-called straight edge. We got paid 
like 20 EUR per band and then the trouble started. Angry bandmem- 
bers of "F&L" and "Ristetyt" (we don’t mention their names...) start¬ 
ed to quarrel with the very young organisers. After some negotiati¬ 
ons we got like 100 EUR a band. But the tone for the rest of the eve¬ 
ning was set. All bands were supposed to sleep in the organiser’s 
flat. It was too small for all the people but on a table was standing a 
large bucket of mystic self brawn, disgusting liquor. Most of the 
fluid disappeared that night and the apartment got thrashed... The¬ 
re's the video footage to back up this story, haha. 

A more serious story would be the experience of doing a concert in 
a Polish prison. A breath taking experience, which had quite an 
impact on all of us. Prisoners had to stay in their seats but showed 
that they were enjoying the concert by tapping their feet and sha¬ 
king their heads, in a way the conditions were fucked up but you 
were able to sense the electric intensity in the air. 

if none of you were in "The Last Mile”, what would you be doing 
now? 

That’s a difficult question since "The Last Mile" bonds us. But if we 
imagine the situation, Daan would probably be travelling around the 
world with his girlfriend or playing X-box games all day long. Rene 
would probably get aggressive more frequently, destroying stuff. 
Definitely, Rommert would be drinking less and Jaap would spend 
more time with his girlfriend. 

What’s in for the near and distant future for "The Last Mile”? 

We are now preparing and recording for a 12". It will contain some 
songs we’ve played for a while but which we still like and a whole 
bunch of new songs. Beside that we will split a 7" with "The Dagda” 
and do a split CD with "The Sons of Saturn". Some songs from the 
7"are being released now on the "Blood from the Zeitgeist" compi¬ 
lation by Codebreaker, an English label. An unreleased song will 
appear on an "Endless Sickness" tape compilation which is organi¬ 
sed around the topic "prison”.
